NEGOTIATIONS 
TWIXT EQUITY 
AND THE T. M.A. 
PROGRESSING 


No Reason To Anticipate a 
Failure To Get Together 


On the Contrary, Both Sides 
Are Reasonably Disposed 


And the Promise of an Amic- 
able Outcome Is Bright 


New York, July 16.—One long tis- 
sue of deliberate lies, wilful misrepre- 
eentations and calculated misstate- 
ments is the way a fully-informed 
member of Equity characterized the 
story of the negotiations now pending 
between that organization and the 
Touring Managers’ Association, car- 
ried by a cheaply-sensational theat- 
rical weekly in its current issue. 

And, viewed in the light of actual 
fact and revelation, the language 
seems none too strong. 

At this writing the negotiations are 
still in the nature of a parley. Noth- 
ing at all has been agreed upon tenta- 
tively; there have been no ultimatums 
issued by either side, no deflances ut- 
tered and no triumphge gained or back- 
downs made. 

Neither the manager nor the act- 
ors are engaged in a battle of bluff or 
diplomatic strategies, but on the con- 
trary both are earnestly striving to 
reach a fair and amicable agree~ 
ment. 

The garbled and misleading story 
printed by the irresponsible sheet re- 
ferred to, if it receives any great de- 
gree of credence, may work mischief, 
provoke misunderstanding, inflame 
prejudice and defeat efforts of the 
hard-working representatives of both 
organizations. 

So both players and managers, in 
the interest of harmony, are advised 
to pay no attention to rumors or re- 
ports. Bach and every point, or even 
promise, is still in abeyance, even the 
first rough draft of a tentative basis 
of agreement is still several days off, 
and there is every reason to hope that 
a happy solution may be the outcome, 
provided malign influence does not 
Succeed in injecting itself into the 
Situation, 

No story can be told before it 
breaks. All attempts to beat the bar- 
rier only result in a mess of con- 
jecture, and mostly unlawful, idle and 
foolish conjecture at that. Little

SPECIAL TAXES DUE} 


Washington, D. C., July 17—Be- 
tween $150,000,000 and $175,000,000 
in special taxes, payable to the Fed- 
eral Government, are due this 
month, according to Internal Rev- 
enue collectors. 

Theatefs, museums, concert halls 
are taxed in accordance with the 
seating capacity of the establish- 
ment. An establishment containing 
not more than 250 seats is subject 
to special tax at the rate of $50; 
seating capacity not exceeding 500 
seats, $100; seating capacity not ex- 
ceeding 800, $1.50. Every establish- 
ment with a seating capacity in ex- 
cess of 800 seats is subject to a tax 
at the rate of $200 per year. 

Proprietors of circuses are taxable 
at the rate of $100. Public exhibi- 
tions, museums, curio hails are 
taxed at the rate of $15 per annum, 
which includes all common shows. 

Shooting galleries are subject to 
special tax at the rate of $20.

Union Members Issue Ulti- 
matum to Manufacturers 


Failure To Arbitrate Is Laid 
to Internal Strife 


Workers Demand Salary In- 
crease and 44-Hour Week 


New York, July 19.—At 6:30 tonight it 
was announced at the headquarters of 
the Film Craftsmen that there would 
probably be no strike, as manufacturers 
were fast signing the contracts which 
carry increased wage scale and amount 
to virtually a closed shop. The work- 
ers are jubilant over their victory. 


New York, July 19.--Unless mem- 
bers of the National Association of the 
Motion Picture Industry sign the new 
contracts of the Motion Picture 
Craftsmen by 6 o’clock this evening a 
strike of union +r-embers, which in- 
cludes laboratory workers and assist- 
ants, will go into effect tomorrow 
(Tuesday) morning. 

Secretary George G. Woodruff, who 
is also treasurer of the Craftsmen, 
told The Billboard this afternoon that 
over half of the film manufacturers 
have signed the contract, and he pre- 
dicts that by this evening the bulk of 
the manufacturers will agree to the 
demands of the kborato:, workers. 
New York Local No. 614 has a mem- 
bership of about 2,100, and it was at 
an executive board meeting held Sat- 
urday night at the headquarters in 
the World Tower Building that a 
strike was decreed unless manufac- 
turers met the demands of the work- 
ers. Chief among these demands is a 
** per cent increase in salary and a 
44-hour week. e Craftsmen will

I have given 
no one auirority to speak for me in unr way, und the ontr interest I have in any artistes’ as- 
roclation [is to see that the artistes get proper consideration wh le playing houses of the members 
of the Vandeville Managers’ Yrotective As --jation !n this country, no matter what nationality 
they are or what country they come from, I wouldn’t want to be put in the light (by any 
enthusiastic artist who had pcrhaps received hindly treatment while playing this country and 
at the same time being enthusiastic «ver che National Vaudeville Artistes’ club house and its 
attributes) of endeavoring to make 2 combination or affiliation between any organizations. IF 
have only one purpose in mind, as stated above, and that is to see that the artistes of this 
country or of any other country receive the proper consideration or treatment while playing 
vaudeville in the United States, and any activities by any one I have absolutely no connection 
with, and no one is authorized to speak fur me. I represent no organization here except as a 
member of the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Association. I am trying to bring about better 
working conditions, and I am at your service at any and all times for this purpose, and seek no 
affiliation or combination.

THE ANSWER LIES IN THE CINEMA OF 1920 


Archer says it is clear that a new factor of the utmost importance now erters into the 
Problem, to-wit, the cinema. Eut he thinks it reinforces instead of invalidating his contention. 
“If,”’ says he, “‘the cinema has in any way diverted people from the theater (and that is by no 
means clear), it is mainly because they can go to ‘the picture’ for less money and in greater 
comfort.” The spoken drama undoubtedly maintains its held upon millions of people and can 
never be supplanted by the silent scene. If we wish to strengthen that hold, the obvious course 
is to make playgoing as cheap and at least as agreeable as picture going. He believes that 
there is an immense fortune for the man who shall plant people’s theaters, not on West End 
sites, that have to be paved with gold, but in the heart of populous areas in the South and 
East of London and in the great provincial cities. These playhouses should not seat more than 
1.500 people, but all seats should be equally comfortable, and the rews should be so widely 
epaced as to render it possible for a spectator to leave and return to his seat without harvest- 
ing the curses of all his neighbors. Smoking should of course be permitted, at any rate in 
certain parts of the house. There should be no drinking bars, but light refreshments of good 
quality and d@aintily served should be obtainable in a spacious foyer readily accessible from every 
part of the house. Prices should range from $1.25 to 25 cents, and a certain number of per- 
formances should be given at even lower rates. Four or five theaters, grouped under a single 
management, could be run with the greatest economy, and might include light opera in their bill 
of fare. The repertory presented might range from Shakespeare to ‘‘Sherlock Holmes,’’ from 
Shaw and Barrie to ‘“‘Potash and Perlmutter.”’ 


WILL BE ANOTHER MODERN ASOP’S FABLE 

Withont in anr way attempting to be rude or even casting any ‘“‘nasturtiums’’ one is con- 
strained to think of the old fable of the “Frog and the Bull,’’ with regards to the growth of 
the Grossmith and Laurillard enterprises, With the extension of their energies to controlling 
the Gaiety and Adelphi theaters changes will no doubt take place, which means much to both 
actor and the public. Grossmith thinks it quite probable that they will commence operations 
in August at the Gaiety where, to be alliterative, he was ‘‘born, bred and breeched,’’ and with 
which he was associated for over 25 years. Altho the idea put into execution by Sir Alfred Butt 
of the revival of some of the old Gaiety successes has proven satisfactory the new purchasers 
are as yet really uncertain as to their program—whether they should continue that policy or 
start oot with new shows.

RICHARDS, THE WIZARD 


Talks About Magic and Magi- 
cians and Offers Some Sug- 
gestions To Strengthen 
the Art 


New York, July 16.—After de ositing my 
watch, money and scarf pin in The Billboard 
office safe, I called around to see Ralph 
Richards, for one seldom knows just what a 
magician may have ‘‘up his sleeve,”’ and as it is 
part of their business to cause things to dis- 
appear right before your eyes, it is best to go 
well prepared, I had half expected to find Mr. 
Richards practicing some new trick or planning 
a new illusion, but instead I found him at his 
desk with sleeves rolled up busily engaged 
with his morning’s mail. ‘‘No,”’ he said upov 
inguiry, “these are not magical secrets, but 
over 200 replies from a small advertisement [ 
put in The Billboard for assistants. Une cNap 
even wrote to me from Havana, Cuba, but I fail 
to see his object in wanting to leave Cuba for 
a position in America right now.” 

Mr. Richards is an affable young man of 30, 
born in Saginaw, Mich., and raised in Augusta, 
Ga., until he was twelve. He appears broad- 
minded and not the least egutistical, altho he 
is forging ahead by leaps and bounds as a 
leader among magicians, carrying a show near- 
ly as large as Thurston’s, bas a big company 
and uses a carload of scenery. 


“What do you consider to be the most 
essential factor to become a great magician?’ 
we asked him. 


Without hesitation he replied: ‘‘Hard work 
aud lots of it. Success doesn’t come without 
work and I don’t know of a wagician who ever 
was a big success either artistically or financial- 
ly that didn’t work hard for it. There 
can be no set rules for a magician to be suc- 
cessful as it all depends upon the man him- 
self, but this much is certain, he must have 
a pleasing personality, seep abreast of the 
times, know how to really entertain and have 
good business ability. However, he may have 
all the requirements of a great magician and 
still prove a failure thru Jack of proper busi- 
ness methods, in which case he should by all 
means employ a REAL manager and abide 
strictly by his advice. A succesful magician 
is similar to any successful merchant, he must 
create a demand for his wares before he can 
sell them to 2lvantage, and to do this it is essen- 
tial that he cain the confidence of both public 
ang the managers by truthful advertising, but 
plenty of it «nd honest dealings. P. T. Bar- 
num was correct in a way, but let the magician 
who desires a future built upon solid rock do 
his ‘humbugging’ on the stage and not in his 
business methods. Press agents have lied to 
the American public so much and so long that 
it requires super-efforts to regain their con- 
fidence, and yet advertising is the very life of 
show business.” 

“Why do so many magicians perform the 
same tricks and illusions,”? we inquired. 

“I regret to say that too many ‘borrow’ ideas 
from the other fellow, and it has hurt magic 
nearly as badly es exposing. When a joke is 
used by every comedian it soon loses its laugh 
and the same principle applies to tricks and 
illusions, but the most dangerous of all are the 
worms that have eaten into the very vitals of 
magic, the careless, loose-minded individuals 
who allow the curious to see the modus oper- 
andi and the secrets of their work from back 
stage. Once the secret of a trick is exposed 
the fascination is lost forever, and I cannot un- 
derstand why more magicians WON'T see the 
handwriting on the wall and realize Just what

Fred Nankivel, brother of 
the producer and musician, is 
one of the group who maintain elaborate stu- 
dios at 333 Fourth avenue for the sole purpose 
of putting the breath of life back into “‘dead”’ 
scenery. FP, F, Monahan, pesvesses much 
inventive genius besides real artistic talent; 
Jobn M. Burke and Fred Small are others of 
the organization who make scenery hike new. 
They are rather quiet and undemonstrative in 
appearance and action, but their work, which 
is seen in the upper studios, is of high order, 
and reflects the genius and power with the brush 
that means very material benefit to the the- 
atrical manpagers. 

Most of the artists who are scenic medicos, 
were formerly very closeiy connected with the 
stage, and therefore have a good, practical 
knowledge of scenery. Mr. Monahan used to 
lay out scenes for theatrical enterprises and 
Mr. Nankivel even admits that he worked as 
an actor for several years, 

“I traveled with my dad when I was a kid 
in the West,” he said this afternoon, as he 
wiped his hands on a paint-smeared and very 
business-like smock. ‘‘We traveled thru Ne- 
braska and other States in that territory, and 
after dad died I became a cowboy, living below 
the Platt River, in a dugout, several years. I 
herded cattle by day, sleeping to the music of 
the yell of forty coyotes on the hills. Then I 
came East, drew full-page comics for The New 
York Herald of *‘Uncle Mun” for four years, 
sold the idea to the movies, acted in the movies 
and finally went on the stage, working with 
Janet Beecher, Olive Wyndham and other celeb- 
rities. Then I went into yaudeville and did a 
studio act on the Pantages Time for two years, 
but finally decided to settle down, as I had 
married and wanted to locate in New York. The 
idea of ‘doctoring’ scenery came to me one day 
during my fread experience. A manager was

We 
never got but one salary, $40 in the Ballet at 
the Pier before we left New Yerk—since then 
I've only been able to get $5 in over tnree 
weeks—some have received none. My contract 
is for 20 weeks, at $40 a week, payable in ad- 
vance, Please help me to get back to New 
York, as I'm helpless here and on charity, which 
is very humiliating to me, a girl self-sustaining 
in the States. Write me at once. Thanking 
you for all favors, I am 

“Yours sincerely.”

Treatment of this kind always begets 
a return in the way of loyalty. In view of 
such generosity what artist would allow the 
trifling irritations that come to all who work 
to unduly affect him? He would brush them 
aside as unworthy of notice. He would also be 
ecrapulously careful to be just in all his acts 
and demands.

Ida Rubinstein commissioned Andre Gide, one 
of France’s most exquisite poets, to make her 
a new translation, for which she asked Florent 
Schmidt, one of the most discussed of modern 
musicians, to compose the music. Never has 
the opera seen a more bejewelled Oleopatra; 
her body being covered with strings of stones 
and beads, and nothing else; her hands and feet 
radiating like stars, her ankles hidden beneath 
rows of brilliant gems, with headdresses trying 
to outvie all with their magnificence. Her 
cast was a galaxy of stars—de Max, Brasseur, 
Max Dearly—some of whom had only two-line 
parts. Amongst the dancers Harry Pilcer’s 
effort in the banqueting scene created won- 
derful amazement. But the most cheerful and 
unconcerned of all ‘were the white peacocks 
strutting about in their cages, waiting to be 
admired; whilst the baby bear refused to be 
excited even one little bit. The little fellow 
amused himself quietly by doing a little two- 
forward and three-back dance on his own. 

Ida Rubinstein herself made a _ legitimate 
triumph, altho all this exotic stuff dragged 
the action somewhat. Her French admirers 
refer to her as a ‘‘Poem in the Flesh,’”’ as she 
is so superbly* beautiful. 


WILLIAM ARCHER AND THE PEOPLE'S 
THEATER 


Wiliam Archer has been reminding us that 
32 years ago he wrote an article (January 18, 
1888), but the proposal it embodied has not been 
carried out, and the gold mine to which it point- 
ed has not been developed. He still thinks a 
man of enterprise, imagination and capital might 
yet still realize his scheme to his own enrich- 
ment and to the permanent enrichment of the 
community andthe drama. The text of Archer's 
argument was hung on George ‘Moore’s forecast 
that English dramatic art was in the last stage 
of decadence and that one must look to the mu- 
sic hal for the art of the future. Archer thinks 
that a more unfortunate forecast would be hard 
to discover and that the hopelessty decadent 
drama was now actually standing on the thresh- 
old of adn unexampled revival. The past thirty- 
two years has seen an efflorescence of drama 
unparalleled in any other period of our history, 
save in the 32 rears between 1588 and 1620. 
And it is in virtue of one name alone—Shake- 
epeare—that that period towers over this, as 
over all others, Archer differs from George 
Moore as to his untimely hope for the music 
halls, altho he avers that the variety show 
has become a little more respectable than it 
was a generation ago. Its house has been swept 
and garnished; its atmosphere is not so redolent 
of patchouli and alcohol as it was in the eighties. 
Archer scarcely believes that Moore would main- 
tain that the music hall has brought forth the 
new and fascinating art form, with which he 
judged it to be pregnant. But in justification 
Archer admits that his aspiration for ‘‘A Work- 
ing Man’s Playhouse’”’ has not been fulfilled. His 
argument 32 
had an undoubted advantage ove? the theater 
inasmuch as it had made its patrons more com- 
fortable at cheaper rates. But the fact that 
playgoers continued to endure in their thousands 
the horrible discomforts then (anq@ still) asso- 
ciated with the cheaper parts of the theater 
gave evidence of an invincible passion for drama 
—as distinct from. variety—which was the most 
encouraging feature of the situation.”” Why 
has no one had the insight and imagination to 
turn this passion to account? Why should the 
rich alone do their playgoing in comparative 
comfort? Why should theaters not be designed 
for the greatest happiness of the greatest num- 
her? Why should not first-rate drama be given 
at popular prices to audiences for whom the 
mere act of theater-going should be a pleasure, 
even apart from the merit of the particular en- 
tertainmerft presented?

“GETS MUSIC FROM SAW, WHICH 
PLEASES THE EAR” 

The conventional saw has recently 
appeared in a new role, namely, as a 
musical instrument. Indeed, one of the 
leading novelties of a current New 
York musical revue is the musical car- 
penter, who uses his saw as a violin. 

After protracted experimentations 
and untiring practice, Sam Moore, of 
New York City, has succeeded in get- 
ting very agreeable music from the or- 
dinary carpenter’s saw. He hold the 
saw handle between his legs, holds the 
tip of the saw in one hand, and works 
the usual violin bow with the other. The 
vibrating steel blade emits soft, ap- 
pealing notes, the pitch of which is 
varied by changing the curvature of 
the blade. 

All sorts of queer effects can be ob- 
tained by the adept manipulation of 
the blade; in fact, the music derived 
by this means can hardly be described. 
If anything, it resembles the human 
voice; then, again, it has the queer 
wail of the Hawaiian ukulele All in all, 
the effect is startling and pleasing. — 
SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN. 

We do not now know who was the 
first to play a saw. Hope the above 
information does not start an epidemic 
of “saw” musicians. We have enough 
of the “saw-saw” kind in vaudeville 
now.

It has been written that to be prejudiced is

Now the Variety Artistes’ Fed- 
eration of England is affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Artistes’ Federation, and the professional

“VARIETY’S” FRAME-UP 

Altho ‘‘Variety’’ and truth may be dear to 
American artistes it should be their duty to 
prefer truth. ‘‘Variety’s’ case against the 
English is a pure frame-up, and its true object 
is to injure the prestige of Gillmere and 
Mountford, and thru them the work and pur- 
pose of their respective organizations. ‘Maybe 
the actor will yet have the ‘closed shop’ in 
America,”’ rants ‘**Variety,’’ ‘‘with an English- 
man, or Englishmen, at the head of it. Who 
can tell? We may yet see the day the English 
ip charge will decide that none but English 
actors can work in America.’’ Now, in all sin- 
cerity, may we ask, Can exaggeration go 
further? Among those who played a most use- 
ful part in establishing the V. A. F. were a 
number of Americans, and there are a few on 
our Executive Committee today. But we do 
not believe that even our bitterest opponent 
would have the temerity to suggest that the 
Vv. A. F. is run ‘by Americans. If he did sug- 
gest it, nobody would believe it, for everybody 
knows it isn’t true. And we certainly do not 
believe that the Actors’ Equity Association and 
the American Artistes’ Federation are 
run by the English. These organizations, 
our own, are run by duly elected executive 
committees; a fact which is well known to 
“Variety,”’ but which he finds it convenient to 
forget. Distortion of the truth is one of the 
arts of mean capacity, and the favorite refuge 
of an arrogant mind. Every charge made by 
*“Variety’’ at Gillmore and Mountford is a stab 
at the welfare of the organization they repre- 
sent. The real intention of our American con- 
temporary is glaringly apparent even at this 
distance. 

WHERE THE TROUBLE LIES’ 

In attempting to finish his questionable 
task ‘‘Variety’’ gives the following spiteful jab: 
“There are more English actors on the legiti- 
mate than on the variety, stage on this side. 
It is simply explained. Most of the English 
actors come over here because they could earn 
more in America than at home. The English 
are for the English always. Put that right 
down on your tab.’’ Well, we have put it 
right down on our tab, and after studying it 
well we think our tab might have been used 
for a better purpose. ‘‘Variety’s’’ last jab is 
mere persiflage, and reveals how poorly off he 
must be for good, solid material to build up 
his case against the A. BE. A. and the A. A. F. 
There are many American actors over here, both 
on the legitimate and on the variety stage, 
and we believe that they are all courageous 
enough to admit that they came over here to try 
and “make good.”’ In this respect there is neo 
distinction between English and American per- 
formers—in fact, it is an international trait.

There is not an American institution 
of importance that does not, upon occasion, 
entwine the Union Jack with the Stars «nil 
Stripes—there is absolutely no anti-British feel- 
ing in the United States, excepting amone 
hyphenated Americans, and they don’t count!” 
It seems to us that Mr. Levy's opinion expleins 
much that were better left unsaid. But this 
we will say: that if ‘‘Variety’s’’ diatribe 
against the English represents the opinion of 
the enemies of the A. E. A. and the A. A. F.. 
then their enemies are also the enemies of the 
Variety Artistes’ Federation.

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GIVE “BILL” A CHANCE 


By PATTERSON JAMES

HERE is a great difference between 
reformers and sinners. It is quite 
possible, and in not a few historical 
obligatory, to love the sin- 
reprobating the sin. It 
s equally true that) it is possi- 
ble to aprove the reform while ex- 
pressing the charitable wish that the 
reformer may be boiled in oil for the 
delectation of those he has saved. Re- 
formers are like certain well-known 
vermicides, effective, but unpleasant to 
have about the house. 

Years ago, when young and filled 
with illusions, I went to a reformer to 
secure his aid in cleaning up potori- 
ously unjust conditions in one section 
of the economic and artistic field. He 
was the editor of a magazine known as 
a “dirt disher,” which is the illegiti- 
mate offspring of a “muck raker.” A 
great reputation he had, too, won by 
destroying the estimates people had 
of literary characters by printing in 
the cause of truth all their private 
and particular soiled linen. He knew 
evervone living and dead, and he 
told everything bad he knew about the 
latter. It is always so much safer to 
attack dead ones. Living persons he 
treated after the “I knew him when” 
method. I was told to go to him be- 
eause he throbbed with sympathy and 
understanding for the human toads 
pin pricked beneath the harrow. He 
was the original bearer of the white 
man’s burden. 

The champion of the downtrodden 
was in bed suffering from influenza we 
were told by the maid (1 was supported 
by another zealot, who in turn was up- 
held by a copy of Buckle’s “History of 
Civilization” under his arm), but was 
interviewable. We were ushered thru 
a cluttered bath room, a _ kitchenet, 
where the maid had evidently been 
torn from the rollicksome task of pre- 
paring ham and cabbage for dinner 
when we rang the front door bell, and 
then into the great man’s presence. 

Was he pale, emaciated, burned out 
by fever as any bona fide influenza vic- 
tim should be? He was not. He was 
sitting up in a very soft bed, clean 
shaven, with his mustaches venomous- 
ly waxed, clothed in a purple and yel- 
low blazer coat and waistcoat, and ob- 
viously waiting for the oncoming attack 
of ham and. 

I told our story. Then he told us his, 
and before he was half way thru it 
seemed as if some one was reciting the 
Almanac-de-Gotha. No one but Beel- 
zebub ever knew intimately so many 
kings, queens (of both kinds), writers, 
musicians, and other victims of pro- 
fessional biographers. After some hours 
of listening my friend, who was also 
the friend of Buckle, asked the reform- 
er what he would do for us. He 
would do what he could, which 
proved to be precisely nothing, because 
one of the men he must attack had been 
responsible for the American distribu- 
tion of his 800-page brochure on “The 
Dietary Value of Auk’s Eggs and Their 
Effect on the Morals of the Argentine 
Guacho.” 

When we staggered from the aureate 
presence Buckle’s friend confided to me 
that the late interviewed was one of 
the greatest living authorities on 
Shakespeare. From that moment on 
people who did things to Shakespeare 
for private or public consumption have 
been associated in my mind with pur- 
ple and yellow blazers, boiled ham and 
cabbage, cluttered bathrooms, Auk’'s 
eees and waxed mustaches. A _ thoro 
erilling in the past season's Shakes- 
pearean revivals has not changed that 
4ssociation of ideas, 


(ontaanr to the apparent impres- 
sion of stars and “producers” of 
the plays of the Bard of Avon “Bill” 
Shakespeare was not a space writer. 
Whatever came from the nib of his 
“uill was written with a definite pur- 
pose and had some bearing on the de-

velopment of the dramatic story under 
treatment. He wrote Fortinbras into 
“Hamlet” so that the character of the 
brawny soldier and man of action would 
be a counterfoil for the contemplative 
prince. What the revivalist of the 
tragedy have done to Fortinbras is only 
to leave him out altogether or drag him 
in at the finish of the play to furnish a 
dramatic exit for the poisoned star. 

Who stages the death scene as it is 
intended to be pictured, on a platform 
literally strewn with corpses? Nobody. 
Everyone dies off stage; Laertes in the 
upper right third entrance, the Queen 
ugainst the switchboard, the King ex- 
pires in his dressing room three flights 
upstairs so that Hamlet can pass out 
in the center of the rostrum under < 
green spot and with the undivided at- 
tention of the audience. Fine for the 
star, but what about “Bill!” “Oh, he’s 
dead and ‘cuts’ can not disturb properly 
interred authors in graveyards.” All 
that is necessary to remember is tc 
keep peace between the principal actor 
and his manager. 

In his “Hamlet” Mr. Sothern calmly 
excises Polonius’ advice to his son 
presumably in the interest of time. For 
the same reason he hacks down the 
King’s outburst of underworked con- 
science in his closest to a few lines, but 
carefully refrains from depriving him- 


But as an occasional educational ex- 
perience it is comparable to the emas- 
culated versions of the piece lately of- 
fered to theater patrons. If Mr. Sothern 
would bill himself “As playing a piece 
formerly known as ‘Hamlet,’ with 
Emendations, Corrections, Improve- 
ments and Embellishments by E. H. 
Sothern,” neither “Bill” nor his friends 
would have any just cause for com- 
plaint. Then we would all know where 
we stood. 


T must not be inferred from what goes 
above that all this is caused by lack 
of respect for Stratford's Swan. “Bill” 
is still approached with reverence, espe- 
cially when he writes comedy. With 
the shipping and lovely exception of 
Julia Marlowe, Shakespeare’s fun is 
treated with a consideration only ex- 
celled by that displayed by an under- 
taker in the presence of a multi-mil- 
lionaire corpse. Miss Marlowe’s genius 
advises her that “Bill’s” fun is fun anc 
his humor is humor, even tho it is a 
few centuries old, and that playing 
comedy with a human quality is both 
deferential to the spirit of the Bard 
and at the same time, sound common 
sense. 

Not so the male stars. They ap- 
proach a comedy situation and attack 
a humorous speech like Hindus salaam- 
ing to a graven Buddha. To them it is 
all a matter of lines from whick 
every element of naturalness must be 
wrung lest an irreverent laugh be 
startea. The sooner the “revivalists” 
learn that what Shakespeare wrote to 
be laughed at should be played to that 
end the better for the common appre-

“T have a piece of business that goes in 
there.” 

So Bill gets the ax while the star 
inserts a little bit of shop of his own 
invention, like putting a hollow leg un- 
der the table when Sir Toby Belch takes 
a drink, so that when he fills up the 
flazon with wine it runs down the leg 
of the table, and the thread of the piece 
is lost while the audience marvels at 
Toby's cellar capacity. In Mr. Sothern’s 
“Hamlet” the skull of Yorick is deco- 
rated with a gob of red hair to enable 
any nearsighted gravedigger to identify 
it among the other skulls he heaves out 
of the grave. 

All of this is very well if it were not 
labeled “Shakespeare.” No one could 
be expected to imitate Mr. and Mrs. F. 
R. Benson, who once played “Hamlet” 
for eight hours at Stratford-on-Avon. 


ciation of the thousand faceted genius 
of the author and the pleasure of audi- 
ences. 

Let us have considerably more 
Shakespeare and vastly less attempts 
to make starring vehicles for prominent 
actors, “under contract for next sea- 
son,” out of what, if left alone by un- 
skillful hands, will still be masterpieces 
of psychology, drama, human quality 
and enjoyment. For if something is not 
done to preserve the original text of 
the plays they will soon be in the same 
sorry straits as Holy Writ. Look at 
the Bible since the higher Biblical 
critics got thru with it. Bad example 
is as effective in the theater as else- 
where and vaudeville is already show- 
ing the effects of what the present 
purveyors of Shakespeare have done. 

Not long ago a bright young man 
made a condensed version of “The 
Merchant of Venice” and exhibited it 
for a “tryout” at one of the three-a- 
day variety houses in Harlem. He had 
slides made announcing that the scenes 
were from Shakespeare, but they failed 
to arrive for the first performance. One 
of the managerial lights of the circuit, 
however, made up for the deficiency by 
making a set of slides himself. When 
they were thrown on the screen they 
read 


“SHYLOCK,” 
A New Act by William Shakespeare. 


Whatever we may think of the 
vaudeville manager’s announcement he 
meant well. He thought Shakespeare 
was alive. His contemporaries of the 
dramatic stage know that “Bill” is dead 
—and take advantage of that fact to 
do what they like to his works. What 
I say is give “Bill” a chance and let us 
see what he can do when let alone.

But that is no reason for producers of 
so<alled light entertainment irritating the body politic into the exact state of mind 
they wish to remove. ‘‘Buzzin’ Around,’’ at the Casino, can be highly recommended as 
being just what a summer entertainment should not be. The superheated business 
slaves sweltering in the city and the indomitable tourist should be served with some- 
thing which will make them stop thinking. That is what “Buzzin’ Around’ does not 
do, To sit thru it for the length of an evening is to start an endless chain of specula- 
tien as to why it is and what it is all about It serves no end except to prove that 
the music is not music at all and that the spring of humor, in whomever was responsible 
for the lines, has gone Trohibition. 

A bit of not very gentle satire on the Barrymore femily {ts the most entertaining 3 
part of the entire show, and is well done by Walter Wileon, Elizabeth Brice and Mr. 
(Morrissey A specialty dance by Helen Gladdings and two numbers executed by tiny :

An idea of how barren the entertainment is of anything that savore of genuine 
talent or passing cleverness may be drawn when it is told that the show is “held up” 
by the Rigolietto Brothers in a musical act consisting of a piano-accordion with a bass 
drum, cymbals and bell attached, all operated by the player's foot, a monkey perched 
on the drum, and an almost audible guitar. The musicians completely wrecked the 
hero’s first entrance, as the andience refushed to permit the show te proceed until the 
monk. had done an encore. 

Years ago there was a man name! Siegfried. who afterwards became the owner of 
a theater, and who did an act called “The Man With a Hundred Waces,"’ or 
Past and ‘Present.’*

some of the summer producers may go and dig him ont of the mothbalis, if he i« still 
alive, But if they do. in the light of what is now being crammed down the theater- 
going throat as entertainment, Mr. Siegfried will literally paralyze the musical comedy 
workd. In fact, one Siegfried and two Cherry Sisters might well constitute an even- 
ing’s amusement in view of the standard that is now set—and passes.

Certainly the Shuberts cannot be accused of niggardliness in producing ‘‘Cin- 
derella on Broadway." After the sweltering humidity of the theater and the incom- 
parable stupidity of the book and music of the show, the only impressions tangible 
are that money has been shoveled into the costuming and scenic equipment, and that 
the vaudeville theaters are being successfully raided of their best acts to bolster up 
impossible revues. If it were not for the acts which have deen lured away from the 
yarieties—no very difficult task under existing conditions—not even the reckless spend- 
ing evidenced in ‘Cinderella’ could save it from unqualified failure as real entertain- 
ment. When will producers learn that procession after procession of girls do not make 
a show? Audiences are fed to the teeth with parades of dressmakers’ mannequins, and 
they are showing it by the apathy they display while the clothes line is on and their 
enthusiastic approbation of anything that is sandwiched in detween which has the faint- 
est suggestion of comedy or talent. 

The animated clothes horse idea is as bad for the theater as colossal military 
establishments are for nations. One producer tries to outdo all the others in either 
dressing or undressing the models, and the result is a battle of lingerie at the expense 
of art and entertainment. Some day we will see a Great War among the producers of 
‘Follies,’ “Scandals” and “Annual Revues’? with attendant casualties at the box office. 
Then this foolish, unlovely war of dollars and stupid extravaganza will end. The ticket 
window returns will wake the combatants to their senses as nothing else can. 

The entertainment values of ‘“‘Cinderella’’ are Mijares, the wire walker, who is in 
a class Dy himself, and who would be opening or closing a vaudeville show if be was 
working at all, s intelligent are the vaudeville beokers: Brendel and Burt, in their 
familiar turn: Al Shayne in a durlesque operatic bit; the Purcella Brothers, who do 
a corking good double dance with their feet manacled together; the always remarkable 
pivot-hung legs of Jesica Brown, and Tarzan, the man ape. Walter Brower, the monolo- 
gist, gets his talk across the Winter Garden footlights, which is enough for any one 
man to do in a night’s work. Georgie Price, a recently grownup infant prodigy of the 
variety theater, is as smug and self-assured as a hardened hero of hundred hits, but 
not nearly so entertaining as when be was in rompers. 

Among the welter of scenic gorgeousness there is the usual unconsciously humorous 
Winter Ganlen sermonet. This time it is on the sin of gambling, and the development 
of the moral is the stage version of the hardened sinner who listened to the revivalist 
describe the terrors of hell, which consisted of whisky. women and canis, and was 
prompted to observe ‘‘Oh Grave, where is thy sting!’" Yes, it is an ancient wheeze, but 
it is fresh born in comparison with what is to be heard from the humorists whe made 
the ash pile for Cinderella to sit on Broadway.—PATTERSON JAMES.

Americans. Read these two books, for they 
will give you a line on great social, political 
and industrial movements that you should un- 
derstand at this moment. 

Tresident Wilson is broken in “health and

tered, with dreams vanishing, friends growing 
cold and indifferent, and in some cases openly 
hostile to him and his policies. 

In the meantime Debs has been nominated 
for President, and it is an open secret among 
political prognosticators that it will not be sur- 
prising if Debs, in the penitentiary, polls a 
Million votes at the coming election. But 
whether he does or not, he sits in his solitude 
appatently the most serene sou] in the United 
States. If such studies in human activity and 
such analyses of character are of interest to 
you, then get these two books and read them 
with an open mind. It will de a pleasing and 
profitable task. 

Here is a strange coincidence. if coincidence 
it may be called. Debs was tried in Cleve- 
land. Most students think he was tried just 
for the same reason that me legislators fired 
the five members of the (New York Legisature. 
Debs is in the penitentiary, but the city of 
Cleveland is putting into practice the very 
thing that he preached. 

The Attorney-General whose efforts did much 
to land him there now denounces the very same 
men that Debs denounced. It’s a strange world. 

Here is an article syndicated by Frederick 
J. Haskin and sent out from Cleveland July 9: 

“Cleveland is again preparing to go into the 
coal business. A new fuel official has been 
appointed by the Mayor at the suggestion of 
the City Council, and arrangements are being 
made for the establishment of a municipal coa! 
Pile, to be opened for the benefit of the public 
on September 1. When the cold weather comes 
and the price of coal sears 
everybody predicts it will, 


above $15 a ton, as 
Cleveland is going 
at cost, plus the 
expense of delivery. 

“Cleveland is within eighty miles of one of 
the largest coal-mining districts in the country, 
and yet it is now sufiering from an acute coal 
shortage. The reason advanced by coal dealers 
is that the railroads will not provide enough 
ears to transport the coal from the mines. They 
also say that strikes among the miners have 
prevented a normal production of coal which 
will result in an actual shortage during the 
coming winter. 

“Mr. Palmer has ordered a State-wide in- 
vestigation of coal prices and the prosecution 
of operators who are charging more than $2.79 
a ton for the bituminous product. According 
to him, the wholesale and retail dealers in coal] 
are guilty of circulating deliberate propaganda 
concerning a coal shortage in order to boost 
fuel prices. 

“In ordering prosecutions under the Lever 
act, Mr. Palmer explained that during the 
month of April, with the production cost of 
coal at $2.79 a ton, operators sold their product 
at $3 and $4 a ton. Since then the price has 
been forced as high as $7 and $11 a ton. 

“Cleveland is going about the solution of 
the fuel difficulty in its own way, with apolo- 
gies to the local coal dealers. It is preparing 
to have a coal yard, to fill it with about 6,000 
tons of coal, and dispose of it frugally in 
small sacks, or in one-ton loads at the most, 
to individual families. ‘We are not in busi- 
ness,’ declares one of the city fuel experts, 
‘to disorganize any industry. Our object is 
net to run in competition with legitimate deal- 
ers, 80 long as they run their business honestly. 
But when the situation becomes so serious that 
it affects public health we are going to be 
right there with our pile of coal. We will 
not see any suffering in Cleveland.’ 

“This year the city plans to conserve its own 
energies by entering into contract with a build- 
ing concern for the storing and delivery of 
coal. The householder desiring to purchase his 
supply of fuel from the city will call at the 
City Hall and receive a written order for coal, 
which he will then present to the building con- 
cern. 

“Whether or not the situation will be suffi- 
ciently desperate by September 1 to warrant 
such proceedings is a matter which cannot be 
foretold. Cleveland does not particularly want 
to go into the coal business, and it hopes it 


won't have to. But it is prepared for the 
worst.”’

The United States Steel Corporation has been 
one of the most unrelenting foes of the organ- 
ized workers. Socialism has been a cause for 
great alarm in the inner circles of this great 
corporation. It has been said that the com- 
pany could solve these problems if allowed to 
work out these things in its own way. 

The Youngstown Sheet and Tube Company 
has abandoned its efforts to assist the workers 
in their great Ohio plant. The following was 
sent out as a special July 10: 

“Declaring that employees do not desire such 
assistance and do not appreciate it, and that 
the returns are disproportionate to the expense, 
the Youngstown Sheet and Tube Company has 


curtailed its welfare department and wholly 
abandoned some activities. The plan of em- 
ployees’ representation, whereby the workers 


have a voice in the conditions under which they 
work, will be retained. 


“The Youngstown Sheet and Tube Company 
has been one of the leaders in welfare work in 
the country. The department first was de- 
veloped on a large scale five years ago. 

“It is announced that legal aid, schools for 
foreign-born workers and nurse visiting have 
been altogether abandoned. The company will 
continue, for the present at least, its program 
of house building, dwellings to be sold or rented 
to its workers. 

“‘Americanization schools for employees of 
foreign birth were under the direction of George 
B. Fout, and classes were conducted by thirty 
teachers. This activity was conducted in the 
face of discouragements, as the foreigners, for 
the most part, are employed long hours in the 
mills and have comparatively little time for 
such schools. As a consequence the attend- 
ance, which at the fore part of the year was 
encouraging, dwindled. 

“In ministering to the sick, needy and igno- 
rant among its employees and their families, 
the company apparently performed a distinct 
public service. Nurses visited homes, cared for 
sick and instructed mothers in the fundamentals 
of hygiene, sanitation and proper methods of 
living. Girls were taught the rudiments of 
sewing and domestic science, 

‘During the influenza epidemie last year the 
company spent thousands of dollars in com- 
bative work. Temporary hospitals were estab- 
lished in charge of physicians and _ skilled 
nurses. In many cases the victims were treated 
in their own homes, and often the company sent 
warm food to homes where the able-bodied were 
stricken, 

“The legal 
contidential 


aid department handled many 
matters for workers without re- 
muneration. In protecting the weak and igno- 
raut, principally among the foreigners, from 
swindlers this department proved valuable. 
Officials have come to the conclusion, however, 
that many of the workers, perhaps a majority, 
do not want such assi8tance. Minds of many 
of the ignorant have been poisoned by agitators 
with radical proclivities. As a consequence, 
foreign families were often distrustful of such 
services on the part of the company and those 
engaged in such work met with rebuffs. 

“Safety work will not be abated, but, on the 
contrary, will be advanced. Fresident James 
A. Campbell and directors of the company say 
they are pleased with the results accomplished 
by employee representation and steps will be 
taken to extend the influence and benefits of 
this arrangement. 

“The Sheet and Tube Company officials say 
they have reached the conclusion that some 
phases of welfare work are a waste of time and 
effort, that they serve to antagonize men in 
many cases rather than to make them more 
friendly, and that it is the part of wisdom te 
curtail an expenditure that is not producing 
desirable results.” 

It ought to be needless to say that the writer 
is not a socialist and does not advocate social- 
ism as a remedy for our ills, but he is not 
so blind that he cannot see the folly of putting 
men like Eugene Debs in the penitentiary for 
advocating the very things that the city of 
Cleveland is practicing; and he refuses to be- 
lieve that the big corporations have all the 
wisdom in the world when they fail, as fail 
they are bound to do, when they try paternal- 
ism as a remedy for the sins of society. We 
preach @ different doctrine from either of these. 

Big business could study The Billboard way 
of doing business with profit to itself. It could 
learn how we make business a pleasure and 
have our readers refer to our publication as 
“The Showman’s Bfble.’’

New York, July 17.—Madison Square Garden 
is to be continued for at ieast ten years. G. L. 
““Tex"’ Rickard, the famous sport promoter, has 
closed a deal with the New York Life Insurance 
Company, owners of the property, for a ten-year 
lease, but the terms have not been divulged by 
Mr. Rickard. This disposes of the rumor that 
the famous old building was about to be demolis!- 
ed. Mr. Rickard, who announces he is acting 
tor himself alone, takes possession of the Garden 
August 1. The new Walker act, which permits 
fifteen rounds to a decision, will be one or we 
Principal attractions at the Garden, it is ex- 
pected. 

It is also announced by Mr. Rickard that he 
Plans to keep the Garden open the year around. 
Mr. Rickard in a statement says that he expects 
to entertain all exhibitions that have piayed 
the Garden in the past, including the horse show, 
the circus, six<lay bicycle race and other at- 
tractions. He plans to incorporate the Garden 
under a club name and considers such a bame 
as, New York Sportsman's Ciub. He will in- 
augurate bis boxing scheme with a titular con- 
test in which either Jack Dempsey or Edie 
Leonard will figure. He intends opening offices 
in the building next week, and his plans include 
an increase in seating capacity so that 13,000 
can be accommodated. 

It is understood that the famous Rickard 
bad to put up an advance rent guarantee of 
$200,000 in order to bind the lease. It is also 
understood that the Ringling-Barnum Circus will 
be given its lease for the next five years.

BATHING AT EAST LAKE PARK 

Birmingham. Ala., July 16.—Altho East Lake 
Park bathing beach has broken all records for 
attendance in the past week, not a single acci- 
dent by drowning has occurred this season. The 
eafety of patrons is the first care of the man- 
agement, said Miles Bradford, manager of the 
park, and this policy accounts for the ex- 
ceptional record. 

Water in the beach is kept at uniform depth, 
with shallow and deep places properly marked. 
Safety ropes are stretched on the outer edge 
of the beach, where water is deepest, and a 
runway, wide enough to accommodate thou- 
sands of bathers, while offering ample space for 
the operations of life guards, if necessary, is 
part of the equipment. 

Night bathing is as safe as in the daytime, 
owing to the flood of lights on the beach. 
Vigilance of life guards is doubled at night.

WHIRLING DERVISHES 
And Snake Charmers of Algeria Strike 


Carnival season in Algeria lasts all the year 
around so that when the whirling dervishes de- 
cided to go on a strike a few weeks ago—and 
take the snake charmers with them—there was 
as much public distress as the Equity fight over 
here caused. 

Not only did the dervishes and other Oriental 
dancers demand more money, but they also in- 
sisted upon the restoration of absinthe, which 
has recently been barred. It was logical enough, 
probably, as a man must certainly have a lit- 
tle more stimulation than moral enthusiasm to 
enter into the spirit of a perfectly good der- 
vish, but it is d¢oubtful if they will get their 
absinthe. The strikers complain that tourists 
refuse to take into consideration the increase 
in the cost of living. and, altho paying higher 
prices for their clothes and food, give only a 
few coppers, as in days of old, to the poor 
dancers.

THR CRITICAL X-RAY 

Submerged in tragic situations, beautiful in 
conception, flawlessly enacted, this picture of 
cruel slander, of innocence outraged and man's 
blinding suspicion, will long live as an exquisite 
contribution to the masterpieces of the screen. 

In this brief analysis it is difficult to conver 
all the charm and fidelity to Spanish customs, 
the tender love of the tlowerlike bride and the 
corroding jealousy of the old man, who relent- 
leasly crushed her guilless spirit, not unlike the 
symbolical incident of bruising ‘the calla-lily 
and tossing it aside—forgotten. 

So gradually do the sequences unfold the in- 
evitable tragedy that each situation has an 
ominous significance and holds the auditor spell- 
bound with suspense, To pose over-critical 
at the few incongruities—such as the long- 
drawn-out death struggle of the fatally-wounded 


Julian—and the somewhat exaggerated char- 
acterizations of the gossiping grandee’s—espe- 
cially the zealous efforts of Alvarez to slander 
the bride—all this without apparent motive— 
would be like destroying the effect of a great 
artist’s canvas. It seems more just to admire 
the courage of the producers in presenting a 
pieture closely related to life with its cense- 
quent and entirely logical sad ending. The 
writer is happy to commend the artistry of 
Director Vignola’s visioning—and admire the 
many adroit touches which brought realism to 
the fascinating tale, 

Missy Rubens is qualified by nature for the 
type of role essayed, and she performed with 
fervor and emotional intensity the many trying 
scenes allotted her. Her work at all times was 
picturesque without being overdrawn, 

Margaret Dale, regal and icily cold, was hap- 
pily chosen for the cattish role of Mercedes, 
tho she was not to blame for the negative qual- 
ity of the part portrayed. 

Gaston Glass made a likeable hero, tho the 
role possessed less depth of feeling than that 
offered in Humoresque. Charles Gerard was ex- 
cellent as the villianous grandee, Alvarez, while 
Pedro de Cordoba was an ideal Spaniard, closely 
guarding the family honor. Montague Love was 
fortunate to secure a role of tremendous pos- 
sibilities, and he met all requirements in a 
masterly manner, 

Settings, lighting and photography were on a 
par with the general excellence of the produc- 
tion, 

THE WOMAN’S POINT OF VIEW

Hard To Get European Acts 


New York, July 16.—J. Henry Allen is verry 
busy preparing for the fairs and already has the 
following list, which he will book: Riverhead,

Mr. Allen tells The Billboard that it is dif- 
ficult to get European acts. ‘‘We can't get 
European acts,’’ said Mr. Allen, ‘‘most of them 
come from Germany. We haven't a good horse- 
breaker in this country and not an animal 
trainer. Acrobats are hard to get, and there 
are practically no girls to be had. The trouble 
in my way of thinking is that there is no one 
to teach them. Hoop rolling and juggling acts 
are going to be hardest to get. A girl came 
into my office recently and said she had a good 
act. I imagine it must be good. They learned 
the act in three weeks! ‘There are two girls 
and a man in the act, and they demanded 3300 
a week. Animal acts are searce. They can't 
get the money they want. It costs too much to 
feed the animals to make any profit, and the 
cost of transportation eats up the balance of 
profit. We have to pay $400 for an act that we 
could formerly get for half that sum. The rail- 
roads get the balance.’ 

Mr. Allen does not believe fairs will cut down 
on their acts this season,
